In  the  search  for  scapegoats,  much  blame 
has  been  laid  upon  the  'soft'  courses,  but  is  It  really  the 
courses  and  those  who  created  them  who  should  bear  the  respon- 
sibility, or  is  it  the  fault  of  those  students  who  are  capable 
of  doing  much  harder  work,  yet  elect  to  take  those  courses. 

There  is  a  great  demand  for  federal  and  provincial  assist-  ; 
ance  to  university  students.    No  doubt  there  exists  a  definite 
need  for  this,  but  until  action  is  taken  on  this,  it  is  still 
possible  for  almost  any  student  with  the  ability  and  will  to 
work  to  attend  college  or  any  other  institute  of  higher  educa- 
tion. 

In  sum,  the  responsibility  for  any  faults  in  our  educational 
system  lies  not  only  with  educators  but  also  with  us,  as  students, 
and  the  ability  to  rectify  the  situation  rests  also  with  both 
educators  and  students. 

On  behalf  of  the  magazine  staff,  I  would  like  to  thank  all 
those  teachers  and  others  who  gave  us  such  fine  assistance  in 
producing  this  magazine,  particularly  Mr.  Irvine  and  Mf.  Galpin.

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The  Educational  Advantages  of  Stamp  Collecting 
1st  prize,  senior  prose 

The  world fs  rarest  stamp  today  is  a  one-cent  postage  stamp 
from  British  Guiana  worth  fifty  thousand  dollars.    This  stamp 
was  printed  in  1856  on  the  press  of  the  local  newspaper  by 
the  postmaster  who  was  awaiting  the  arrival  of  a  shipment  of 
stamps  from  England*    Seventeen  years  later  an  English  school- 
boy found  one  of  these  which  was  greying  with  age  and  thinking 
he  would  be  able  to  obtain  a  better  copy,  sold  it  to  a  frieni 
for  one  and  a  half  dollars.    Count  Ferrary  of  Australia  bought 
this  copy  from  a  stamp  dealer  in  Glasgow  for  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars.     After  the  Count fs  death  in  1917,  all  his  possess- 
ions were  auctioned  off.    Arthur  Hind,  an  American  millionaire 
bought  thim  stamp  for  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars.    His  wife 
sold  it  in  1940  for  fifty  thousand  dollars.    As  the  demand  for 
a  stamp  increases  its  face  value  also  increases. 

When  one  examines  a  stamp  one  finds  a  date,  name  of  a  per- 
son or  picture  of  a  person  or  an  object.     I  have  a  blue  three- 
cent  stamp  printed  in  Canada  in  193^*    This  stamp  was  printed 
to  commemorate  Jacques  Cartierfs  landing  in  Canada  four  hundred 
years  before  in  1532*  •    I  have  a  blue  four-cent  stamp  printed 
in  19^7*  the  year  of  Alexander  Graham  Bell1 s  death.    An  angel 
stands  on  a  world  globe  extending  her  arm  above  Alexander fs 
head  and  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  is  a  series  of  telephone 
wires.     Then  Ifve  two  stamps  from  Vatican  City,  the  first  show- 
ing us  a  street  scene  with  its  narrow  lanes  anc!  tall  buildings 
close  together.     The  second  displays  the  beauty  of  the  old 
Roman  architecture  in  the  home  of  the  Catholic  popes.    Next,  I 
have  several  stamps  from  Djibouti,  a  French  colony  along  the 
Somali  coast.     They  show  us  the  habitation  of  the  people,  their 
modes  of  transportation,  ships  by  sea,  and  trains  by  lanr- .  We 
also  discover  the  climate  is  hot  and  dry,  the  vegetation  is 
poor  and  their  sunsets  are  breath-taking  sights. 

As  the  demand  and  need  for  education  grows,  the  number  of 
stamp  collectors  will  increase.    There  are  more  young  people 
taking  University  training  and  College  courses  today.     A  few 
fortunate  ones  will  gain  financial  security  for  themselves  by 
owning  a  valuable  stamp.     As  Roger  Babson,  a  business  analyst 
and  financial  advisor  says,  ,TTo  encourage  stamp  collecting  is 
to  render  a  real  education  and  social  service.     I  say  this  for 
two  reasons.     First,  stamp  collecting  is  not  only  an  excellent 
stimulus  to  learning  geography  and  other  subjects,  but  it  also 
furnishes  fundamentals  for  a  business  training.     Secondly,  T 
believe  that  people  not  only  have,  in  stamp  collecting,  a  legit- 
imate form  of  investment,  but  also  that  it  gives  them  an  interest 
in  foreign  countries  which  they  might  not  otherwise  acquire." 
To  sum  it  up,  stamp  collecting  is  not  only  a  lively  diversion, 
but  it  enlarges  your  vision,  broadens  your  knowledge  and  in 
many  ways  enriches  your  life.
